Wholesale prices, which generally 
foreshadow prices paid by consumers 
have either declined or remained un 
changed over the past four months But 
February’s report showed the biggest 
single monthly improvement since an 0 5 
per cent drop in March, 1975 
Following a 1 8 per cent leap last Oc­ 
tober, wholesale prices remained un­ 
changed in November declined 0 4 per 
cent in December and were unchanged 
again in January 
The February wholesale price report 
brought good news for President Ford 
who has cited recent improvements in 
inflation and unemployment as evidence 
his go-slow economic policies are work 
mg 
February's unemployment report 
was to be released Friday 
Wholesale prices for industrial goods 
rose 0 3 per cent, compared to average 
monthly increases of I) 7 per cent during 
the last half of 1975 C ontributing to this 
improvement was a substantial decline 
in fuel and power costs caused in large 
measure bv reduced crude petroleum 
prices under the Energy Policy and 
Conservation Act 
Ffn*d and farm prices fell 2 3 per cent 
continuing a trend that began last 
November 
Meat and dairy prices 
declined along with sugar prices 
which had increased during January

in 
February was 179 4, or 4 7 per cent 
higher than a year ago This means that 
goods costing $100 in 1967 now cost 
$179 40 


Ford s critics, particularly those in 
organized labor and on the campaign 
trail, have contended that the economic 
indicators will sour in coming months 
Behind February’s higher industrial 
prices were increases for lumber and 
wood prices, leather goods, rubber and 
plastic products, scrap metals and 
foundry and forge shop products, some 
textiles machinery and some chemicals 
Fuel and power costs declined 
'primarily because lower prices for crude 
petroleum residual fuels, gasoline and 
bituminous coal more than offset in­ 
creases for coke 
liquefied petroleum 
gas distillate oils and electric power 
Among the farm prices there were 
declines for cattle raw cotton fresh and 
dried vegetables, eggs and milk 
The 
largest decreases among food prices 
were for meats 
dairv products and 
sugar 
Live* poultry prices fell

Boaters don’t like the idea of 
being “ chased off" Cachuma 
Lake “ while the sun is still 
shining," Lake Cachuma park 
superintendent Fred Eggimann 
told the County Park Commis­ 
sion last week 
The commission agreed that 
a more flexible policy is needed 
to govern times when boats are 
allowed on the lake 
Currently — and from Oc­ 
tober to March — the boaters 
are restricted by winter hours 
calling for use of boats not 
before 7 a m. and not after 5 
p.m. 
But with the lengthening days 
now, the sun is still bright when 
fishermen and others have to 
come in to the docks, said

The commission agreed to

A pilot 
program of about 48 sites would 
be started, with possible expan­ 
sion to up to 100 sites, as a 
means of meeting strong de­ 
mands from the public for such 
an area. and a Iso because added 
revenues of 13 per night per

Polly’s Pointers 


Plastic insert aids 
coaster query 


By Polly Cramer 


Polly’s Problem 


D EA R F*OLLY — I found an unfinished piece of em­ 
broidery 1 had stitched as a child It is six small coasters 
and one large one to put under a pitcher Now that I am 
finishing the embroidery I would like to back each piece 
or finish them off some way Also, I want to thank Claire 
for sending in the way to stiffen crocheted doilies as I 
had been wanting to know how to do this for a long time 
— D E B 
DEAR D E B — You might back your embroidered 
pieces with a heavy cotton fabric. When stitching 
around them leave an opening large enough to slip in a 
piece of plastic cut from the top of a margarine tub or 
something similar. Sew opening together by hand This 
plastic will provide protection for a table top and can be 
removed when the coasters need washing or cleaning. 
Also you might be able to buy metal coasters the em­ 
broidery would fit in after being tightly stretched 
around a piece of cardboard or plastic cut to the proper 
size. The last idea would be more practical if each piece 
were covered with thin glass cut to size — POLLY.

D EA R P O IX Y - To have a better pie crust make it as usual 
but before adding the filling put the crust in the oven at 400 
degrees for five minutes or until crust is warm and beginning 
to cook Add filling and the crust will not be soggy - the pre 
heating does it — ELLEN 
D EA R POLLY - There are certain occasions when many of 
us like to wear white kid gloves but the cleaning is something 
else 
I found the solution is to first rinse in mild soapy

The lowly housewife 


Some time bark I came upon an article 
in our newspaper that caught my eye 
The headline was “ The Housewife - in 
Dollars and Cents ’* I considered this 
worth reading 
expecting to read all 
about how valuable we millions of 
housewives are 
economically, m our 
society 
The blow fell in the second 
paragraph. It was found that the 
housewife’s average value is $4 705 How 
about that, fellow housewives^ Doesn t 
that really do something to the old ego'* 
Why. just a plain old streetsweeper in 
San Francisco gets $15,000 a vear and all 
he does is wield a brown* 
The researchers, from the Social 
Security Administration and using 1972 
data, found that a housewife between the 
ages of 25 and 29 is worth more than at 
any other time in her life Her value was 
figured to be $6,417 a year using the 
market-cost approach 
By the time a 
woman reaches 60 she is hardlv worth a 
dam* From then on forget it 
As I read on, my mind was filled with 
flashback pictures of what I was doing at 
age 32 Mv worth is one dollar less in the 
30-34 bracket than the previous one but 
since I really had my hands full then I 
will use that vear to illustrate to you that 
1 think these clowns are n u ts'" There 
are many young women just as busy now

By that time in my life I had four 
children, the last arriving when I was 32

activities filled mv daytime hours 


My husband was a new spaper 
publisher and as such was expected to at 
tend every luncheon dinner and state oc- 
cation for miles around 
Naturally 
wifev was expected to be there too. look 
mg bright-eved and charming, her wittv 
and 
knowledgeable 
conversation 
delighting all in attendance 
So that 
meant that time had to be spent getting 
smart 
(analyst of news, politics, 
economics and sports 
Every good man 
has a good woman behind him they say. 
so I could classify as a public relations 
agent for my husband as well 


That generally covers the week days 
Now comes Sunday On Sundays I donned 
my cassock and cotta and turned into the 
church organist and choir director St 
Mary x congregation could be counted on 
two hands in those days so a few of us 
had to do all the work 
cleaning, parish 
dinners, rummage sales, you name it 
I cannot compute what the true value 
of a housewife would be today knd I am 
not tn sympathy with those who think 
that housewives should get a salary But. 
by George I know good and well that at 
age 32 I was worth a darned sight more 
than $6,416 a year’ '

Ume 


I don’t know where our list of trees ac­ 
ceptable for street use came from But 
upon consulting mv aforementioned gar­ 
den bible I discovered pages of lists of 
such trees for various areas For our 
area here are a few Red horse-chestnut, 
9 types of Eucalyptus (one of which is 
flourishing on Walnut Ave >, liquidamber 
and camphor tree There used to be four 
camphors in Lompoc that I 
well 
remember On«- in front of El Camino 
school, one in front of the Sanor home 
further north <»n H Street, and two on 
East O cean across from the city pool 


which may still be there They were 
beautiful, 
slow growing and never 
needed pruning I have always wondered 
whv thev were never considered in our 
planting program 
The Elm was not 
mentioned in ANY area as being a 
desirable street tree

Mr Stan Tulledo did not want to in­ 
form his readers in his first page feature 
article of February 26th concerning 
leafletting at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base bv participants in the Continental 
Walk 
for Disarmament and Social 
Justice Instead he intended to entertain 
them bv using a trite gimmick 
the 
description of the peace walk as an 
anachronism, a throw-back to 1966 The 
complex nature of the disarmament 
problem and the threat of a new world 
war demand something more than such 
glib treatment, which is a disservice to 
the readers of this newspaper 
In some instances Mr 
Tulledos 
reporting is inaccurate or misleading, 
while in more cases it is slanted He 
writes. "About thirty ragged and 
bearded apparitions passed out leaflets, 
be.tt drum*' with sticks ini* displayed 
signs bearing the once ubiquitous peace 
emblem ** Even accepting his inten­ 
tionally disparaging tone one still finds 
"ragged and bearded apparitions 
to be 
an absurd and unfair description, for it 
dews nothing to convey the wide range of 
ages the variety of backgrounds, the two 
n atio n alities, and the two sexes 
represented at the Vandenberg gate To 
say that thirty of these “ apparitions .. 
beat drums with sticks" is inaccurate in 
that on!v Buddhist monks — not the 
whole group ™ beat drums Further, this 
shows disrespect 
for the Buddhist 
religion 
in which drumming and 
chanting are sacred acts 
In his questioning of walkers. Mr 
Tulledo waN eager t<> confirm his own ex­ 
pectations 
He remarked that the 
m ajority 
of 
d rivers leaving thr 
Vandenberg base appeared to be ignor­ 
ing the le,»Betters even though the two 
walkers he interviewed replied that most 
of the drivers who were approached ac­ 
cepted leaflets tn a friendly manner 
Indeed 
the dem o n stration w as as sue 
cessful as one could expect, given the 
controversial message and apparently 
provocative location of the action — fif­ 
teen hundred leaflets were distributed in 
an hour and a half Whether or not most 
of the people who left the air base actual­ 
ly ignored the extraordinary presence of 
the walkers would be hard to prove, but 
certainlv Mr 
Tulledo's analysis could 
have included both viewpoints 


In his efforts to verify certain 
stereotypes 
Mr 
Tulledo completely 
overlooked what »8genuinely interesting 
about the Continental Walk He might 
have asked himself, for instance why six 
Buddhist monks (not three as reported- 
traveled from Japan to participate Is it 
not significant as an act of devotion and 
as part of a continuing protest by the 
Japanese against atomic ami hydrogen 
bombs a protest that began after the 
holocaust at Hiroshima^ He might have 
asked himself whv the walkers display 
the peace svmbol and u>e methods of dis­ 
sent that seem outdated to him Is it not 
likely that rather than simply being 
anachronistic "apparitions" we are 
humans with powers of observation and 
choice who recognize that the vear is not 
1968 but 1976. an appropriate time to 
re-examine our national priorities, to 
look to our future chances for peace and 
affirm the ideals of free speech and ex­ 
pression — ideals which have been 
defended throughout our history by 
political protest ’ 


Aside from its sarcastic tone and inac­ 
curacies Mr Tulledo s article betrays a 
lack of imagination 
Faced with a 
manifestation of the greatest issues of 
our generation, namely the danger of 
nuclear war and the need for social 
programs to solve the dom estic 
problems that weaken our nation from 
within he has chosen to write ab<>ut the

W A S H I N G T O N - The Central 
Intelligence Agency has hushed up the 
death of another man who was ad­ 
ministered too much medication under a 
super-secret program code-named MK 
ULTRA D ELTA 
« The case is similar to that of Dr. Frank 
Olson, who leaped to his death from a 
New York City hotel 
window three weeks 
after the CIA dosed 
him with experimen­ 
tal LSD The tragedy 
made headlines last 
year, and President 
F o r d 
p e r s o n a l l y 
apologized to the dead 
man's family. 
Olson was assumed 
to be the only victim of 
CIA drug testing But 
last December, an 
anonymous caller told 
us about another drug death from a CIA 
program bearing the mysterious cryp- 
tonym MK DELTA 
We checked with our CIA sources and 
obtained some top-secret CIA docu­ 
ments. We discovered that Sen Ted Ken 
nedy. D-Mass . was conducting a parallel 
investigation and had succeeded in get­ 
ting other documents declassified From 
these records and from testimony before 
Kennedy, we have put together this 
much oif the picture 
The late CIA director Allen Dulles in 
April, 1953, approved two related 
projects — MK ULTRA for testing new 
drugs and MK D ELTA for using them in 
covert operations 
The projects were so secret that few 
records were kept, and the normal ac­ 
counting procedures were waived Many 
top CIA officials, in fact, were never 
given the suppressed details 
Olson's death in November. 1953, upset 
some CIA medical experts who tried to 
cancel the MK drug programs But th^ 
internal CIA files show that higher CIA 
authorities considered the fatality "just 
one of the risks" of scientific experimen­ 
tation The dosing of unwitting victims, 
therefore, continued 
Subsequently, there was another 
death It was discovered by Dr Edward 
Gunn, then a CIA physician, when he 
walked in on half-a-dozen CIA colleagues 
unannounced 
"There were conversations which 
stopped shortly after I entered the 
room * Gunn has sworn But he heard 
enough to learn that the CIA "had trou­ 
ble with an individual.,,in a foreign 
country- 
whose agents were conducting 
a drug project “ in collaboration with our 
people ” 
The victim, Gunn explained, had been 
given “ some medication and had, shall 
we say, a fatal outcome “ The former 
CIA doctor, now retired in Hilton Head 
S C . told our associate Gary Cohn that 
he couldn't recall who had attended the 
meeting except for the late CIA security 
chief Col Sheffield Edwards 


Berry’s World 


It was Edwards who in later years pas­ 
sed on the order for recruiting an assas­ 
sination team to "eliminate" Cuban 
leader Fidel Castro 
The CIA files show that the drug 
programs continued to stir controversy 
inside the CIA 
"In a number of in­ 
stances," states one document, unwit­ 
ting subjects "became ill for hours or 
days 
There was one instance of 
hospitalization ” 
Some of the drugs were so dangerous 
that the pharmaceutical companies had 
rejected them for human use "because 
of undesired side effects " 
Another CIA document reports that 
"research in the manipulation of human 
behavior is considered by many 
authorities .. to be professionally un­ 
ethical " The report warns, therefore, 
that "the reputations of professional par­ 
ticipants in the MK ULTRA program are 
in jeopardy " 
Still another report declares that "the 
testing of MK ULTRA products places 
the rights and interests of U S citizens in 
jeopardy " Some case officers, states 
one document, “ have basic moral objec­ 
tions to the concept of MK D ELT A ." 
Although the insidious MK ULTRA and 
MK DELTA projects were supposed to 
be cut off in 1964. they were continued at 
least until 1967 and possibly years later 
under the new code name MK SEARCH 
The full extent of CIA drug poisonings 
may never be known For in the early 
1970s, the limited MK records were 
destroyed reportedly on the orders of 
then-ClA director Richard Helms. 
Footnote 
The CIA refused to com­ 
ment on the MK drug programs 
Q A D D A F I ’S 
O V E R T U R E S : 
Col 
Muammar el-<Jaddafi. the mad hatter 
who rules Libya, has been signalling coy­ 
ly that he would like friendlier relations 
with the United States 
Hut there may be an ulterior motive 
behind his overtures He is casting long-

ing looks at U.S. military equipment, 
particularly eight Ixickheed C-130 cargo 
planes which he has purchased but can­ 
not get delivered 
Over the past 18 months, the Tripoli-to- 
Washington signals have steadily inten­ 
sified They began in late 1974 with the 
lifting of the oil embargo that Libya had 
imposed against the United States A few 
months later, (Jaddafi eased restrictions 
against U S 
ships which use Libyan 
ports 
Then came a Libyan offer permitting 
the U S 
to increase the size of its 
diplomatic staff in Tripoli Washington 
accepted and reciprocated. 
Seven months ago, the former Libyan 
Charge d'Affaires All El-Gayed visited 
the State Department with a proposal 
that the two nations exchange full am­ 
bassadors Although diplomatic relations 
between the U S and Libya have never 
been broken, neither country has had an 
ambassador in the other’s capital for 
several years 
A private American businessman, 
regarded by the Libyans as "a friend," 
has been attempting to arrange a 
goodwill junket to Libya for senators and 
congressmen The effort has been unof­ 
ficially endorsed by the present Charge 
d'Affaires Shaban Gashut 
Within the last month, four individuals 
who have had audiences with Qaddafi 
have returned from Libya with the mes­ 
sage that the colonel wants rapproche­ 
ment 
The U.S., however 
still looks un­ 
favorably upon Qaddafi’s efforts to dis­ 
rupt a peaceful Arab-lsraeli settlement 
and his support of Arab terrorist groups 
Therefore, the delivery of the eight 
Lockheed planes, for which Libya paid 
$60 million three years ago, is still being 
held up (Jaddafi. a State Department 
spokesman told us. is offering too little 
and asking too much

If ever there was a common problem 
that needed correcting it is the public’s 
understanding, or more specifically the 
city council candidates' understanding of 
the factors of water supply, quality and 
cost 
At the very earliest date a full-scale 
public meeting should he held with ex­ 
perts to explore all 
facets of the water 
question 
During the 
council election cam­ 
paign 
many but not 
all of the candidates 
and I presume a good 
percentage of their 
listeners showed they 
don't really unders­ 
tand the relationship 
of Cachuma Heservoir 
to Lompoc Valley s 
w a t e r needs and 
rights 
likewise they 
showed a lack of knowledge about San 
Luis Obispo County's relationship to 
Santa Barbara County and the two of 
them to the state water project There 
was also abysmal ignorance and lack of 
understanding on the question of deep 
wells as a source of water. There was 
also complete and disconcerting mis­ 
understanding on the question of the 
pipeline from Cachuma that has been 
mentioned in recent months Incredible' 
And once and for all there should be a 
thorough airing or maybe I should say 
review of the realities of the various 
water entities that operate within the 
county 
That s for jurisdictional con 
side rations In this connection for exam­ 
ple there is the city water commission 
the Santa Ynez River Water Conserva­ 
tion District, the County Water Agency 
and the County Water Advisory Commit­ 
tee There is also the Cachuma O and M 
Board water entities in the Santa Maria 
area and various entities in the south 
county They all fit together in a special 
way 
To avoid sounding mysterious on some 
of the other questions, statements to the 
effect that state project water is too ex­ 
pensive and that supplemental water 
should be obtained instead from 
Cachuma. those statements, if they did 
get made are out in left field If we get 
the kind of supplemental water the 
statement-makers were talking about 
from Cachuma it would automatically 
mean state project water Cachuma has 


been suggested as a storage area for the 
state imported water I emphasize the 
word, suggested 
To get that kind of 
water from Cachuma without bolstering 
the reservoir with state water would be 
akin to getting blood out of a turnip, and 
even that miracle could come about only 
after putting down an armed insurrec­ 
tion in the south county 


The political atmosphere around city 
hall Tuesday night seemed to lack the air 
of excitement that it had in previous 
campaigns 
It 
was subdued almost 
sedate 


Verv much in evidence, nevertheless 
were councilmembers Elinor Lefkowitz. 
Em il Scolari and Art Scott Supervisor 
Francis H Beattie stood for most of the 
brief evening toward the center of the 
crowd which waited to see election 
results posted I couldn't help think that 
going through his mind must be some 
thoughts about the winddown of his own 
political career
